“You may tell the people of the south, 
through The Constitution, that there is 
absolutely no question of the democrats 
of New York instructing for Judge 
Parker,” said Senator Hill in the course 
of a talk I had with him at his Nead- 
quarters this evening. “Our programme 
will go through without: a break, of 
course,’’ .and the ex-senator’s blue eyes 


twinkled. 
“We may haye some interesting orator- 


ical diversions, but that is a little way 
we have. *So:far as our friends outside 
this state are concerned, I imag™e they 
are’ interested only in whether or not 
we will instruct. Upon that point you 
may set thejr minds at rest. We will.” 
Judge Parker Wants Harmony. 


The only possthility of scrious or sensa- 
tional factional division in tomorrow’s 
convention in sight lies in an effort on 
the part -of Hill and McCarren to run 
over Tammany and rule it. In having the 
upper hand, as they ,indoubtedly have, 
these two politicians may attempt to 
humiliate Murphy—the former in order to 
eatisfy his long grudge against the city 
organization and the latter in the hope of 
etrengthening his ho¥i in Brooklyn. Other 
Parker leaders recognize the danger to 
barmony which action inspired by such 
motives might involve and are endeavor- 
ing to exert a conciliating influence, 

Ex-Tieutenant Governor Sheehan, who 
spent yesterday with Judge Parker at 
Fisopus, came in this morning and im- 
mediately upon his arrival word was sent 
out that Judge Parker desired that every- 
thing possible be done to secure the co- 
operation of Tammany. Shehan is per- 
haps the closest of Parker's friends. 

Sheehan’s advocacy of the harmony 
policy will it is believed, prove as suc- 
Ces8ful as has been his contention in fa- 
vor of the short and general resolutions 
rather than of an elaborate platform as 
was at first advocated by Hill. 

Parker Will Carry New York.

York over Roosevelt bY at least 75,000 
majority. So far as New York is con- 
cerned there is no question but Judge 
Parker is by all odds the best nomination 
the democrats could make and that is 
‘why we are for him, The same reasons 
which make him so strong with all the 
conservative elements there in President 
Roosevelt's own state will, I feel sure, 
draw to Judge Parker the support of the 
same elements in all the close states, 
of the middle west as well! those in the 
east, and will elect him to the presi- 
dency. It is not mere state pride or any 
similar sentiment that has determined my 
support of the chief judge, but it is the 
conviction that with him as the candidate 
the democratic party wil] win. 

McCarren Sure of Convention. 

“So far as this convention is concern- 
ed.’ continued Senator McCarren, “the 
results are certain. Our programme will 
go through without a hitch of any kind. 
The resolutions for instruction will be as 
‘explicit as -words can make them. We 
realize fully that the democrats of other 
states expect us to show clearly and 
definitely that there is no doubt of our 
sincerity in supporting Judge Parker and 
that there is no question of his being New 
York's choice and we will give the answer 
in a way it cannot be misunderstood. I 
have for some time been in correspon- 
dence with prominent democrats in the 
eoutherm and western states and as i 
have sald, we fully understand that in- 
atructions will insure to our candidate the 
support of both those sections which we 
could not hope for were there any doubt 
of our sincerity. 

“As to the platform, we have no desire 
to anticipate the work which legitimately 
belongs to the delegates of alj the states 
at the national convention. There will 
be resolutions, of course, but these will 
not be in the shape of a formal] platform, 
nor will there be any attempt to influ- 
ence action of the national convention or 
to go into all the. details that come prop- 
erly within the province of the national 
platform matters. Why should we do 
that? The party's platform is for the 
democrats of all the states to make; no 
man and no one state should make it.” 

‘“IWhat about the vice presidency? Any 
consideration been given as yet to the 
question of Judge Parker's running mate 
in cas@ he is nominated?”

Like a Bull Dog. 

“No. I cannot say that there has been 
gave in a very general way.

I think 
it highly important that the second place 
should be filled by a man of high char- 
acter and standing-—that he should, in 
short, be chosen with as much care as 
ia the presidential nominve, &udq thet cn. 
place should not be used merely to pacify 
some discordant element or as a resting 
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place for some nonentity, as nas some- 
times been the case with both parties. I 
nave no doubt that the right sort of a 
man can be found in some one of the 
doubtful states of the middle west: and 
while, as I say, no particular considera- 
tion has been given the question, I am 
sure the second place will not go to any- 
body by default nor will the selection be 
made by the mere caprice of the conven- 
tion. Other national conventions have 
made guch nominations for vice president, 
and regretted it,’ added Senator McCar- 
ren significantly. He did not particular- 
ize, but I thought he méant the republican 
national convention which met at Phila- 
delphia in 1900. 


While Senator McCarren talked freely 
about these dffferent phases of the polit- 
ical situation, there was one subject he 
declines to discuss for publication. That 
is the fight between Tammany and the 
Brooklyn organization, of which he is the 
nead. 

“T have nothing to say about that,”” was 
all he would say, and it will be generally 
conceded that is.not much. 

Parker Will Keep Silent. 

It seems to be settled that Judge Par- 
ker is not to give out any public utter- 
ance of statement of his position upon 
political issues until after he has been 
formally notified of his nomination by the 
#it. Louis convention. This, at least, is 
the advice of his closest advisor. 

While this convention is indorsing and 
instructing for him, he will be tn his home 
in the country writing some decisions in 
cases which have been argued before him. 
As T have stated, there has been a consld- 
erable difference of opinion among his 
friends as to which is the better course to 
pursue—to talk or not to talk—but the 
decision. is in .fayor of the latter course. 
The men who are handling his campaign 
are satisfied that tomorrow's action will 
insure hig nomination at St. Louis and 
as practical politicians they believe in 
letting wel! enough alone. Senator Hanna 
would have called it ‘‘standing pat,’’ but 
tlie principal influence in shaping. his si- 
lent decision is Judge Parker's unwill- 
jingness to be put in the attitude of being 
a candidate for the nomination, Of course 
he is a candidate and wants it, but he 
does not want to appear before the coun- 
try in that role. And as he prophesies 
to go right on with his court work as if 
nothing at all were happening outside the 
court room, he intends to do nothing that 
can by any stretch of the imagination 
bring the court into politics or arouse re- 
sentment on the part of his associates 
upon the bench. 

One of the interesting developments of 
the day was the receipt by Chairman 
Frank Campbell, of the state csammittee, 
of a long telegram from Don..M. Dick- 
finson, of Michigan, in which the ex- 
statesman with the distinguished aide 
whiskers recants the statement he re- 
cently made holding Judge: Parker 
sponsible for the loss of New York to 
Cleveland in 1888. The xzist of the crigi- 
nal Dickinson statement was that as 
Parker was chairman of the democratic 
state committee of New York that vear 
when Hill carried the state for governor 
and Cleveland lost it, Judge Parker must 
have been guilty of perfidy aiid theref d'e 
unworthy of democratic support now. 

Don Dickinson’s Telegram. 

The attention of the former postmaster 
general having been called to the rather 
important fact that Judge Parker was 
not chairman of the committee in 1888, 
but in 1885, and that in 1382 he was 
on the bench and therefor2 out of poli- 
tics, that gentleman at once t°legraphed 
Mr. Campbell making his apologies ard 
amends in the handsomest manner pos- 
sible. 

His telegram was as follow:: 

“Detroit, Mich., April {!6, 1904.—Hon. 
Frank Campbell, Chairman Demoeratie 
State Committee, Albany. N Y.: T had 
gone to my country place at th> time 
of the receipt of your verv kind and 
courteous dispatch. T immediately tele- 
graphed the following dispatch to the 
chief judge and to ‘The World’ and other 
papers, with copy of your telegram: 

“"*Mr. Chief Judge Parker, Albany, N. 
Y.: I beg to withdraw my published 
statement that vou narticipate. in the 
political campaign of 1888, saz T am 
advised that you were then 1 justice of 
the supreme court of New York, elected 
in 1886 by a unanimous vote. My apology 
is not needed, but TI tender it with the 
utmost sincerity for making th state- 
ment, and by it I wish ae well to correct 
any one who has-in any degree been in- 
fluenced by it to change his and the 
universal respect in which vou have been 
and are held in the. rninds of all vour 
countrymen, including mys=if

St. Louis, April !7.—It has been decided 
by the world’s fair management to in- 
stall electrical devices instead of hav- 
ing ticket sellers and ordinary turnstiles 
during the exposition period.

HOSPITAL FIRE. | 


CAUSED PANIC 


- 


Paints Escaped Using Bed- 
ding for Ropes, 


One Woman Killed and Several 
Nurses and Patients Seriously 
Injured—St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital at Indianapolis 
Narrowly Escaped. 


Indtanapolis, Ind., Apri! 17.—While the 
‘City fire department, reinforced by com- 
‘panies from the suburbs, was nelng taxed 
to its utmost fighting the Occidental ho- 
‘tel fire this'‘morning, an alarm was turn- 
ed in from St. Vincent hospital. 

When the first fire company arrived 
one life had been lost and several were 
geriously injured in. the panic that fol- 
lowed. 

The dead: 

HARRIET LEAHY. jumped from the 
fourth floor and instantly killed. 

The injured: 

Miss Kate Beach, bel.eved to be fatally 
fnjured by falling from third fioor while 
Rrying to escape by means of a rope made 
of bed clothes. 

Sister Superior Stella, seriously injured 
Dy shock following a surgical operation. 

Sister Nordica, seriously injured by 
Shock. 

William Schneider, a patient who at the 
time of the fire was undergoing an oper- 
ation. 

Henry Nicholas, Connersvitle, just oper- 
ated upon for appendicitis, ran down 
etairs. 

Several other nurses and attendants 
‘were more or less bruised in the endeavor 
to escape from what they thought was 
instant death. 

For a time it seemed that the flames, 
which started among a pile of rugs, un- 
der the east stairway, would find their 
way to the upper floors, resulting In a 
frightful holocaust. 

Patients Rushed to Windows. 

At every window on the third and 
fourth floors were crowded the  panic- 
stricken men and women, screaming for 
help, to those on the street below, who 
were for more than twenty minuteg pre- 
vented from entering the building be- 
caus of the dense smoke. 

The panic that raged on the third and 
fourth floors continued untfl long after 
the fire had been quenched. Patients 
who had just undergone surgical opera- 
tions, rushed from their beds to the win- 
dows and attempted to throw themselves 
to the ground. 

Harriet Leahy, an old employee of the 
hospital, leaped from a window on the 
fourth floor, and when picked up was 
dead. 

In the rear men and women were mak- 
ing ropes of bed clothes by which they 
escaped to the ground below. Katherine 
Beach, less fortunate than the rest, lost 
her hold and fell from the third floor, 
and is now in a critical conditions from 
internal injuries. 

AS an unusual number of surgical op- 
erations were performed in the hospital 
on Saturday, many of the patients, car- 
ried from their beds by the rescuers, 
were in a critical condition, and the phy- 
sicians in charge fear that many fatali- 
ties may ensue. 

James Dawson, an emaciated patient, 
worked heroically among the panic 

stricken men and women on the third 
floor. One after another, he pulled away 
from the windows those who were pre- 
paring to jump to the street below, and 
piloted them through the smoke to places 
of safety on the first floor. After saving 
twenty-seven nurses and patients from 
possible injury in this manner he lost 
consciousness, and was carried into the 
male ward, where medical attention was 
given him. For a time it was thought 
that he could not undergo the terrible 
@train to which he had been subjected. 

Owing to the fire proof construction, 
the actua] loss to the building wil) not 
exceed $1,000.

IN RICHMOND 


Thought That tach Faction 
Will Elect Men, 


Great Row on Because of the Fact 
That Copies of the Official Bal- 
lot Are in the Hands of 
the Eve People. 


Augusta, Ga., April 17.—(Special.j— 
Richmond county enters today the final 
heat of a campaign that has been in many 
respects the warmest and most personal 
that has ever been conducted in this 
county, where warmth is a natural ad- 
junct of elections and candidates never 
balk at saying harsh things about one 
another. The present campaign has been 
waged for several weeks with a degree of 
choler that would have provoked personal 
difficulties had not the advice of older 
heads put a stop to preliminaries that 
were leading up to war. 

The campaign is stsictly an Eve and 
anti-Eve struggle. Richmond has had for 
many years a very pecullar state of af- 
fairs. Judge Eve has filled the office of 
judge of the city court and commissioner 
of roads and revenue with all the minor 
offices that go with the latter. For many 
years there was no objection to his power 
or his methods, but of late there has de- 
veloped a strong element in the county 
who have opposed this combination of po- 
sitions. This element four years ago put 
out a ticket for the legislature on the 
platform of having the law in regard to 
the two positions changed. It also pro- 
vided that when the offices were separated 
that each one should be elective by the 
people and not appointive by the gover- 
nor. The tleket,of four yearns ago failed 
of election by less than one hundred votes 
and this time it was decided by the lead- 
ing opponenfs of the judge to try it again. 

Tickets Announced. 
‘A committe of 100 citizens was formed 
and after severa] weeks put out a ticket 
consisting of Messrs. William E. Keener, 
Sam F. Garlington and U. B. Frost. 

The'next day the Eve ticket was an- 
nounced placing theig condidacy on the 
pure election sentiment. The candidates 
are Messrs. Boykin Wright, Clem Dunbar 
and William E. Keener. 

The general impression about the city 
seems to be that a split tickes will be 
elected and opinion differs as to which 
side will furnish two members to the 
Richmond delegation and which will 
furnish one. 

Hot Row Over Ballots. 

A great political row is in progress in 
Augusta despite the fact that it is Sun- 
day. The anti-Eve forces claim that the 
Eve people have secure fac simile of the 
official ballots for next Wednesday's 
election. Few people admit the charge, 
but claim that they are using them mere- 
ly to instruct voters in their use. Anti- 
Eve leaders say this is a Violation of 
the letter and spirit of the secret ballot 
and pure. election agreement and will 
bring a case before the pure election com- 
mission tomorrow. The fac similes were 
obtained from Bain Bros., printers, away 
from Augusta. The point is made by the 
antis that the committee on ballot had 
no business telling the Eve people where 
the tickets are being printed, as~- the 
matter of ballot. style, color, arrange 
ment, etc., is supposed to be a profound 
secret of the primary cOmmittee.

Convenes Here Tomorrow,

Object of Meeting Is To Obtain 
United Action by the South in 
Securing National Legis- 
lation—Session To Last 
Two Days. 


The ‘Southern Anti-Saloon congress, 
having for its Object the securing of 
united action by the southern states In 


an effort to procure more definite legis | 


lation against the saloon, will convene 
in Atlanta tomorrow morning for a 3es- 
sion of two days. The congress will be 
neld in the auditorium of the Tabernacie 
Baptist church, corner of Luckie street 
and Tabernacle place. 

Many delegates are expected to be pres- 
ent, representing the states of Ohio, 
North Carolina, AlaDama, Kentucky, Vir- 

inla and Tennessee. The opening ses- 
s will be held at IO o'clock tomor- 
row morning, at which time the regular 
hours of meeting will be arranged. A 
mass meeting wil! be held on both to- 
morrow and Wednesday nights, to be 
participated in by prominent speakers. 

It is expected that the convention will 
1esuit in the formation of a southern 
anti-saloon league, which will map out 
and prosecute an active and vigorous 
campaign against the saloon. 

It is proposed to secure legislation in 
the nationa] congress favoring saloon 
abolition. 

The southern meeéging in this city was 
arranged by a committee appointed at 
the nationa] convention of the anti-saloon 
league held in Washington last Decem- 
ber. The committee consists of Rev. 
G. W. Young, D.D., of Georgetown, Ky.; 
Rev. James Cannon, Jr.. of Blackstone, 
Va.; Rev. Bégar E. .Folke, DD... of 
eNashwille) Tenn., and General Superin- 
tendent P. A. Baker, of Columbus, Whio. 

Object of the Congress. 

The following extract from the official 
call for the Atlanta meeting will show 
what is expected to be accomplished fiere 
and will give some idea of the Ameri- 
can Anti-Saloon League: 

The glory of our southern civilization 
has ever depended upon the character of 
our home life. The great men of south- 
ern origin who shine as stars in our na- 
tional skies have been the product of 
our sOuthern homes. Whoever attacks 
the home life attacks the real source 
of the power of our country. The great- 
est foe of the home life today is the li- 
censed saloon. There are other evils In 
the land, but there are none which are 
more destructive to the happiness of our 
home life than the licensed saloon. The 
business of the saloon is to make d@runk- 
ards. In making drunkards, it makes 
paupers, lunatics, thieves and murder- 
ers. Of necessity, therefore, it iacreases 
our taxes, fills our asylums, prisons and 
penitentiaries, ang brings poverty, sor- 
row and anguish to wives, mothers and 
children. Moral suasion does not affect 
the drunkard-maker nor banish the sa- 
loon. Christian citizens must combine 
together and form a solemn league and 
covenant that they will do everything in 
their power to take from the saloon the 
protection of the law, and to make it an 
Outlaw in name as well as in fact. The 
American Anti-Saloon League has the 
single motto, “The Saloon.

While fully aware of the importance of 
other things and of other methods in 
temperance reform, the league has cen- 
tered all its efforts on one thing—the 
abolition of the saloon. The league has 
already been organized in manv states. 
and is doing great service in the three 
great branches of its work—agitation. 
legislation and law enforcement. In 
every state where an organization has 
been effected, great good has heen ac- 
complished. The league is the organized 
temperance sentimené of the churches 
expressed in action. It drags no church 
into politics, but cOmbines the people 
of all churches fn a league to secure ad- 
vanced legislation and law enforcement 
in all our states. 

The sovth has already made great prog- 
ress In the redemption of its people from 
the saloon. A thoroughly organized ef- 
fort on non-partisan lines will bring the 
victory throughout our southland.

As to Southern Peonage. 
It is ouy pleasure to present to 
Constitution readerg this morning a 
notable communication from a Geor- 
gian of distinguished ability, Colonel 
R. L. McWhorter, of Greene county. 
Our correspondent long since past 
his three score and ten, deals with the 
question of socalled peonage, 


by a recent editorial of The Constitu- 
tion. 

Rightly, our friends at the narth 
are interested in the negro’s evolution 
up from slavery. They have been 
watching our treatment of the “man 
and brother” pretty closely these forty 
years past, and they had come to be- 
lieve that, after all, southerners know 
best how to get along with the negro 
for their mutual good. The south has 
justified thig final conclusiog by her 
humane and practical treatment of the 
negro. Now, just as north and south 
are beginning to understand each 
cther and to trust each other, when 
the negro has ceased to be the bone 
of contention, the north is startled by 
the cry that even the emancipation of 
the slaves is being cunningly and 
wickedly negatived by the ex-masters. 

It is difficult for The Constitution 
to believe that the most zealous ad- 
ministration partisan desires to ham- 
per the material prosperity of the 
southern states, or that the most fa- 
natical enerfly of this section would 
wilfully ruin the fruits of the “new 
south’s” pluck and industry. Yet, 
this is the tendency of the present 
crusade against what is miscalled 
peonage. Its general and direct ef- 
fect is to demoralize the southern ag- 
ricultural labor market, and already 

is has been done to such an extent 
that it is doubtful if the south can 
longer produce its necessary quota of 
the world’s cotton supply, with all 
that that impli€és not alone to south- 
ern industrialism, but to American in- 
dustrialism. This is a disaster which 
affects even New England. The whole 
whole world is affected. 

As Colonel McWhorter explains, the 
negro agricultural laborer in the cot- 
ton belt is by temperament and the 
nature of his employment and envir- 
onment very much of a dependent. If 
he were to receive his full wages in 
cash during the cropping season, he 
could not remain in the community 
without charity, or more shady means 
of support, through the winter. He 
lives to spend the “piece of money” 
he occasionally finds due him. In 
order to keep him in the community 
through the winter and so’protect his 
family from starvation, the commun- 
ity from depredation, and insure some 
kind of help on the farm in the 
spring, the landlord or employing 
farmer is compelled to “furnish” the 
tenant or hand between cropping sea- 
sons. Naturally they enter into a 
formal contract whereby the laborer 
obligates himself, for an agreed con- 
sideration, to work out, or by a share 
of his crop reimburse, the debt creat- 
ed by the orders on the merchant or 
the supplies furnished in whatever 
way. Until these peonage prosecu- 
tions Were instituted the average ne- 
gro lived up to his supply contract 
without the necessity of recourse to 
the law, The farmer furnished him and 
he “worked it out.” The effect of the 
prosecutions in question is to make 
the less honorable negroes repudiate 
their contracts in the spring, after 
having lived on the employer’s bounty 
all winter, and defy the farmer to le- 
gally make them work out the debt. 

The consequent demoralization of 
farm labor has alarmingly increased 
negro criminality, vagabondage and 
destitution, decreased southern agri- 
cultural production and the farmer’s 
ability to live by the soi} and mili- 
tated against a good feeling between 
the races and the south’s internal de- 
velopment. 

The Constitution does not doubt 
that isolated cases may exist where 
negroes bound by such contracts have 
cause to appeal to the law to protect 
them from trespass against their lib- 
erty, but we do not for one moment 
believe that peonage, in the literal 
Mexican sense, has ever €x- 
isted in a southern state. 
We have strong reasons to 
doubt that the old peonage statute, 
enacted to correct that evil in the new 
territory of New Mexico, has the 
slightest legal force as applied against 
alleged individual peon-holders in a 
southern state. The statute in ques- 
tion is directed against peonage 4s a 
state institution, in any event, and we 
are sure no southern state legalizes 
or gives countenance to any species of 
bond labor. If this be true, no peon- 
age can exist under this act, and juris- 
diction in the premises cannot reside 
in the United States courts. 

This is the milk in the legal cocoa- 
nut, and we are giad that the United 
States supreme court is shortly to 
pass upon the whole matter. If juris- 
diction has been usurped by the dis- 
trict federal courts, the state courts 
want to know it. Our local tribunals 
are able to take care of any case in- 
volving an unlawful deprivation of in- 
dividual liberty, if such cases there be, 
as a result of some farm labor con- 
tracts, and they can be depended upon 
to hew to the line of constitutionality 
and justice. 

In a sense, the honor of the south 
is involved in this matter, and, what- 
ever the lessons of the civil war, the 
south clings tenaciously to what has 
been left of state sovereignty.

Platt felt ab- 
solutely secure in his leadership be- 
cause he had hig close personal 
friend, Colonel Dunn, as chairman of 
the state committee. When the 
Platt-Dunn-Depew crowd awoke, it 
was to discover that the governor had 
made his plans to oust Colonel Dunn 
and take unto himself that state 
chairmanship which is the evidence 
of real power.

The Shrinking Chinese Market. 

The war in the Far East is proving 
injurious to the American cotton ex- 
port trade, however much it may be 
benefiting other lines. 
our great market for cotton goods in 
China, and with the placing of Niu- 
chwang under martial law, commerce 
with the province has practically been 
placed under embargo. It is fortun- 
ate that the war, so long imminent, 
came at a time when the cotton mar- 
ket was in a condition unfavorable to 
an extensive export trade. 

The department of commerce and 
labor’s monthly summary shows a de: 
cided falling off from last vear’s rec- 
ord for a corresponding time. The 
figures for the full month of Febru- 
ary are given, showing exports of 
cotton goods to the amount of but 
$1,721,738, against $2,570.408 in Feb- 
ruary, 1903. The decline is represent- 
ed chiefly in the Manchurian market. 

Taking the record of the past efght 
months, the falling off in the Chinese 
trade would seem to be greater than 
can be accounted for by the lowering 
war clouds over Manchuria. In the 
eight months the total exports to 
China were but $2,762,078, against 
$9,026,768 for the like period of the 
previous year, and $10,094,836 fam the 
corresponding eight months of 1902, 
Taking China alone, our exports of 
cotton goods to that country last Feb- 
ruary aggregated but $785,473, where- 
as in February, 1903, we sent China 
$1,713,994—a shrinkage of a little more 
than 100 per cent. 

No doubt the purchasing power of 
the Chinese has been greatly curtailed 
by the heavy monetary tribute levied 
upon the empire by the allied powers 
as the result of the intervention in the 
Boxer uprising troubles of a few years 
ago. The enormous “indemnity” is 
being raised, of course, by taxation. 
and the poor Chinese were already 
bearing the burden of Atlas in this 
respect. No wonder they have to deny 
themselves even a eotton covering for 
their Yellow skins to satisfy the exac- 
tions of the imperial treasury. 

It is greatly to the interest of the 
American cotton manufacturer, and 
everybody. interested in any way in 
the fleecy staple, that conditions in 
China are brought back to a stable and 
normal basis at the earliest possible 
moment. We expect to produce a rec- 
ord cotton crop in the south this year, 
and we shall be glad of a wide Chi- 
nese outlet for the manufactured prod- 
uct.

Conference of Christian Young Peo- 
ple at Charlotte. 

Charlotte, N. C., April 17.—(Special.)— 
The Southern Student conference of the 
Young Men’s Christian Assotiation wil] 
be held in Waynesville, N. C., June 10 
to 19. This conference, has been held 
annually since 1892 for the purpose of 
promoting organized Christian work 
among southern college and preparatory 
school students, and of training the 
student jeaders of this work. The con- 
ference was held last year at Ashe- 
ville school and was attended by 266 
delegates representing eighty-six insti- 
tutions of twelve states.

Peonage as a Political Scarecrow. 

Editor Constitution: Prosecutions by 
the federal court of the farmers of the 
south for alleged peonage is so far 
reaching in its baleful influence that it 
demands prompt and patriotic considera- 
tion. 

It ig not a private or personal question, 
but @ public issue. It does not only in- 
volve the citizen or individual, but vital- 
ly concerns the state. 

The scheme ffirst originated several 
years ago by certain prosecutions in the 
northern district of Georgia for alleged 
peonage, but after a full hearing, Judge 
Newman sustained the demurrers to the 
indictments on the ground that the peon- 
age statute did not apply to the case 
and therefore the court had no jurisdic- 
tion, and on account of Judge Newman's 
great ability, recognized justness and 
proverbial rectitude, it was confidently 
believed this would settle this demor- 
alizing question. 

But latterly arrests have been indis- 
Criminately and simultaneously procured 
in al) sections of the south and the farm- 
ing interest is thereby practically par- 
alyzed and tne better class of negro la- 
borers demoralized and troubled, while 
the worse and irresponsible class are s°- 
cretly colluding and conniving with the 
secret serVice agents and g0vernment 
detectives, 

It is generally believed that these si- 
multaneous prosecutions were instigated 
by the president through the department 
of justicg at Washington for political 
purposes—that is, for the purpose of 
cOralling the negro support of the middle 
west and other sections to himself for 
renOmination. 

Political prosecutions always engender 
doubt 4nd ustially end in official debase- 
ment and dishonor, and if the wise and 
just decision of Judge Newman had been 
followed the country at least would have 
been saved the suspicion that these pros- 
ecutions were a part of a political per- 
sOnal purpose and the district courts 
woui4 Nave veen relieved of the odium 
of straining the law that ‘thrift might 
follow fawning.”’ 

The courtsyare the last refuge of a free 
people. 

The executive branch of the 
ment may becOme sensational or 
nical and the legislative may become 
demagogic, but so long as the eourts 
ave pure and undefiled the country is 
sate, but when the courts become the 
mere agents of the executWe to further 
his political schemes then we may note 
the begifining of our dissolution, 

The act upOn which these prosecutions 
are predicated was passed March 2, 
1867. Its evident purpose was to abol- 
ish and prohibit the system of peonage 
in the territory of New Mexico and 
other parts of the United States, 

It was aimed at a system which the 
Mexican statute had legalized and which 
authorized a debtor to enter into a con- 
tract to work Out a debt and thereafter 
bound him to a qualitied servitude until 
the debt was paid. The law regulated 
all the details of the service; the amount 
of the compensation and gave the cred- 
itor the right to transfer the debt, which 
carried the right of the debtor's service 
to the new creditor. 

The act of congress, of course, oper- 
ated directly upon the officers and people 
of the territory of New Mexico, but was 
only operative upon a state as Such and 
not upOn the individual, and as Georgia 
has never sought to establish by legis- 
lative enactment a system of peonage 
there is nothing in this state upon which 
thig act Can attach and become Opera- 
tive. 

lor nearly forty yvears this statute has 
been thus construed and followed and 
for the first time, although it is not 
claimed that Georgia has sought to legal- 
ize a system of peonage, to serve some 
ulterior purpose, it is exhumed to har- 
rasSs and destroy our farming interests. 
Every president since the war has been 
grossly derelict in the discharge of his 
duty if the present prostitution of this 
law is authorized, for during all these 
years the status in Georgia has not been 
changed and the treatment of the negro 
has Deen fhe same, and | might say the 
condition ms continued—that is, a ma- 
jority of tiem have continued to receive 
more than they earne? and consumed 
more than thes 7 

Those who understand the negro char- 
acter and temperament know that the 
majority of them are easily misled and 
quickly demoralized—that they can be 
easily incited against their employers 
and will readily follow to their distress 
and destitution the md0st_ visionary 
scheme that is artfully presented and 
cunningly suggested. This needs no 
further proof than to recall the pirati- 
cal pilgrimage of Pegleg Williams 
through this section of the state. The 
more thoughtless negroes, with a fool- 
ish credulity that resulted from their 
nature and temperament, flocked after 
him with blind faith—never considering 
the consequences until it was to» late 
to repair it, and even then, without care 
of the contracts which they had brok- 
en. 

As a race, they live in the present, 
and, therefore, wil] discount the future 
on the most foolish promise of exag- 
gerated advantage. And, too, Aas a 
race, they have no conception of the sa- 
credness of a contract and, therefore, to 
break it involves no question except an 
imagined advantage and promised safe- 
ty. 

The peonage prosecutions, 
present a promising field to 
has eone through the winter and is, 
therefore, in debt to his employer. He 
wants more—as he always does—and 1s 
possibly denied, and, therefore, grumbles. 
This condition would adjust itself and 
he would proceed to make his crop and 
pay his indebtedness, and thus discharge 
hig duty to himself and his employer, if 
there was no interference. 

But the government has sent out 
throughout the south hordes of secret 
service agents, who hang around the 
farms and secretly whisper into the ear 
of the grumbling negro laborer that he 
need not perform his contract; that the 
government will prosecute his employer 
and protect him, and, in the meantime, 
give him $2 a day and expenses up to 
the trial. 

The grumbler is usually the idler and 
the loiterer, and it is useless to say 
they quickly grasp this opportunity to 
escape a contract under which they 
have been furnished all the winter, and 
thereupon a warrant fis issued and a case 
of peonage is docketed. 

No farmer is safe and one is just 
as likely to be the victim of such a 
prosecution as another; in fact, the 
farmer who is a generous ben¢éfactor in 
the winter will be most likely libeled as 
a crimina] “‘peon-holder” in the spring. 

And thus the demoralizing criminal 
prosecutions which have just commenced, 
instigated by a remorseless secret ser- 
vice agent, and predicated upon the 
most worthless class of our negro pop- 
ulation will continue until it is stayed 
by an intelligent and upright public 
opinion as finally expressed by our court 
of last resort. 

This question is now pending on ap- 
peal before the supreme court of the 
United States, and it is hoped that this 
high and august tribunal will give it full 
and deliberate consideration, and, if so, 
the result will not be in doubt and the

Your paper, Mr. Editor, has always 
etood for the best interests and welfare 
of the farmers; its influence is vast, and

ago, the promoters of the “black pea- 
sant’ scheme might be as potent for 
sectional strife and governmental schism 
as the ci-devant workers of the “‘Uncle 
Tom's Cabin’ racket. But “Uncle Tom” 
was chained to his cabin; the ‘black pea- 
sant”’ is free to roam, and in the majori- 
ty of cases where he hus been given suf- 
ficient tether, has effectualiy hung him- 
self, The blacks were not the only ones 
emancipated by that famous proclama- 
tion. The shrewd yankee judgment freed 
from the spell of fanatical literature, and 
brought in contact with ‘‘the colored 
man” in actual life, was not siow to per- 
ceive the truth about him; and in the 
consequent disappointment and disgust 
there was none of the charity for his 
failings nor appreciation of his goud 
qualities, which long usage had enabled 
“old Marster’ and ‘‘old Marster’s” chil- 
dren to exercise. Since the downfall of 
Slavery, a general “campaign of ideas” 
has been waged in this country about the 
negro, chiefly, though unconsciously, con- 
ducted by the negro himself. ‘The time 
was,’’ said an Indiana G. A. R. man a 
few weeks ago at the pension bureau, 

“when there was a good deal of sympa- 
thy for the negro at the north, but that 
time has past.’’ Every expression of 
northern opinion—where it was unstudied 
and untrammeled—which I have listened 
to, has been pitched in the same key. In 
view of the race troubles in Illinois, In- 
diana, New York, Delaware and Mary- 
land of quite recent times, with “the man 
and brother’’ on the run in Ohio, almost 
at this writing, it would seem that Anglo- 
Saxon discontent with Afro-American cit- 
izenship in this country is become toler- 
ably widespread. In other words, the 
“negro problem,’ whatever it is, is no 
longer the exclusive property of the 
south.. This section thas at last come in 
for its share of Lincoln’s famous saying: 

“You may fool all the people a part of 
the time; you may fool a part of the peo- 
ple all the time; but you can’t fool all the 
people all the time.”” Not many people 
in any section of this country at pres- 
ent are suffering any delusion about the 
negro race, and there be few to respond 
to the old warcry of southern oppression 
and negro martyrdom. 

The Sectional Microbe. 

We may not be able wholly to extermi- 
nate the sectional microbe, but hereafter 
it will have to seek some other habitat 
than “the man and brother.’”’ We have 
‘pulled wool” over him to no purpose 
long enough; and I believe the general 
opinion north and south is that he ‘has 
already cost the country more, in blood 
and treasure, than his presence here has 
ever. or will ever be worth, to put it 
mildly. I am sorry that we have no 
higher national standard, but I fear that 
with the average American to discover 
that a thing “doesn’t pay’’ is to abandon 


it. 
It is not, therefore, to combat the bug- 


aboos of ‘‘peonage’” and the “mortgage 
eyetem’’ raised by this impression-gath- 
ering “socialist’ that I have taken my 
pen in hand, but to repel her libelous 
characterization of the south as a ‘Yand 
of mixed races.” The phrase offends 
by the disingenuous idea of ownership 
it conveys. By the land of any race 1s 
usually meant the land of the dominant 
race, not the mongrel accidents iiving 
under its skics. There is a mongrel 
population at the south, iliicit and de- 
spised, varying in hue from a nicely 
turned ginger cake to a freshly slaugh- 
tered pig, but not even this impressiona- 
ble “socialist” will maintain that it is 
the controlling element at the south. 
That would not tally with the pathetic 
tales of “‘oppression’’ she relates. An 
inspection of the census records will es- 
tublish beyond dispute the fact that the 
south is today the most distinctively 
American section of the union, One 
thing the darky has done for us, he has 
kept the “‘scum of Europe” from our 
doors as well as more desirable ele- 
ments. The vast majority of southern 
whites are the descendants of old revo- 
iutionary stocks which have been kept 
intact from later-day foreign infusion of 
any kind. I place this fact over against 
the articles one reads in the magazines 
nowadays anent “the fading of the yan- 
kee from his New England fatherland,” 
the schools they have had to establish 
expressly to teach foreign youths how 
to become Americans, and the ‘‘usurpa- 
tion of the northwest by forcigners,”’ 
as confirmation of this southern claim. 
“The White Negro.”’ 

In proportion to the population, the 
‘white negro’ is a more frequeat ap- 
parition on northern than on southern 
streets, and much more liable to pro- 
duce ‘‘confusion of mind” in the bebolder 
than the same individual in the south, 
where he is fenced off ‘‘in his own back 
yard.” “Oh, but,” say the ‘“‘socialists,”’ 
“many of those in the north are the 
offspring of lawful marriage.” Well, 
you know that only makes it very much 
our point of view, and 
depends on the point of 
view.’ If there must be race mixture 
of any kind between the African and 
Anglo-Saxon, we prefer that it be unlaw- 
ful, just as when murder, theft and 
other crimes occur among us we prefer 
to know that, at least, We have entered 
our protest against them on our statute 
bc oks. 

For this reason we think Miss or Mrs. 
Femberton's offensive epithet, ‘‘the land 
of mixed races,” might more justly pe 
applied to the north, where the mixing is 
a deliberate purpose, approved both by 
law and conscience, though not very 
much the custom among Wine leading 
families’’ i observe incideBtally. than 
tc the scuth, where it receives the sanc- 
tion of neither. We legislate agains: 
miscegenation as we do against any 
other degrading and hateful thing; we 
throw all our influence jin the _ scale 
against it; and then when it happens in 
spite of us, southern men in some re- 
spects being no better and no worse 
than their brethren of “cool impuw!ses,’’ 
and the negro woman, because of her 
low development, her weak virtue. and 
her mania for “white blood’ affording 
the easiest prey for a licentious ap- 
petite, we can oniy condemn and deplore, 
as we think the far-sighted philanthro- 
pists to the north of us might condemn 
and deplore some things occurring in 
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“chivalrous southern gentleman” whom 
her ruse inveigled into holding an um- 
brella over the head of a negress. I du 
assure this masquerading law-breaker 
that he would have been further from 
holding it over hers—had he suspected her 
rea} character! And in his heart would 
have been less chivalric regard for her 
than he feels for an old “black mammy” 
or for any well-behaved colored woman 
who is too self-respecting to intrude 
where she is not welcome. Doubtless the 
southern atiitude toward negroes and 
“negro soctalists” appears very narrow 
and unchristian to gome quite sincere 
persons, To all such I can only 
there is a kind of “narrowness” that for. 
fends destruction, and mahy 
the world’s history have been 
“Christian” whieh were very unchristian. 
and vice versa. Whatever else may he 
Said of our theory, al] will admit that 
it Is rationa) and consistent: that it has 
legs of its own to stand on. We Jay 
it down as a fundamental maxim, the 
mingling of Anglo-Saxon with Afrtean 
blood can only result in degrading the 
former without improving the latter. If 
the scientists (northern scientists, if you 
please) are correct in saying the half- 
breeds of these two Inherit the weak- 
nesses of both races, such amalgamation 
is no kinder to the negroes than to the 
whites. 
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Qualities of Blood. 

We hold that the qualities of the blond 
x9 deeper than any surface-show of hook 
learning or menta) training, and there- 
fore we frown upon alliances with edu- 
cated as well as with ignorant negroes. 
Having a law against inter-marriage, we 
very consistently discourage all 
intercourse, having learned through a 
good deal of experience that that is the 
best way to reduce race friction to the 
minimum. The negro may not alto- 
gether relish our view of him nor our 
code which requires him to “stay in his 
own back yard,’ but at least he under- 
stands it, and knows what to expect from 
it.

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MANY GEORGIANS TO JOIN 
IN MANASSAS MANEUVERS 


APTAINS of all the military com- 

panies of the state are just now 

trying to determine how many men 
they can raise to carry to the fall maneu- 
vers of the United States army at Man- 
asses, Va., beginning September 5. 

An order calling upon regimental com- 
manders to take this matter up with 
their companies and submit statements 
to the adjutant general at once, has just 
been issued from the office of Adjutant 
Genera] 8. W. Harris, with a view to 
determining how many Georgia troops 


will take advantage of this opportuni- 
ty. 

The letter of Major General H. C. Cor- 
bin, commanding the Atlantic division, 
which is published along with this or- 
der, calling attention to these fall man- 
euvers, asks for an answer from Gov- 
ernor Terrell by May |}, and it is im- 
portant that the information should be 
furnished by that time. The Constitu- 
tion recently published the substance of 
this letter, and the fact that Georgia's 
quota for these maneuvers was more 
than 1.250 men, but the state cen, if 
disposed, send more troops than tnat, 

While none of the state commanders 
have as vet replied to the order, several 
of them have been heard from verbally 
and the indications are there will be 
many more than 1,250 who want to go. 
The exact number allowed Georgia is 
1,292 for two weeks, but it is permitted 
to send that number for one week of 
the maneuvers, recall them, and send an- 
other quota of the same humber for 
the last week. 

There is little doubt, according to the 
information which has reached the office 
of the adjutant general, that Georgia 
will be well represented on this occa- 
sion. -Several full companies of fifty or 
more men will, undoubtedly, make the 
trip, and where a company can not get 
up the required number, its membership 
that can go will be combined with an- 
other cOmpany so that the organization 
will be maintained. 

The belief is expressed at the office of 
the adjutant general that, at least, 2,- 
500 of Georgia's 5,000 troops will make 
the trip, despite the fact that the time 
of the year puts the men at a disad- 
Vantage. 

Following is, in part, the circular from 
Adjutanc General Harris, containing the 
letter of Major Genera] Corbin, and the 
order of Adjutant General Harris: 

“State of Georgia, Adjutant General's 
Office—Official—Atlanta, Ga., April 13, 
1904.—Circular No. 2.—!. The foilowing 
is published for the information of all 
concerned: 

‘Headquarters Atlantic Division—Gov- 
ernor’s Island, New York, April II, 1904. 
—His Excellency, The Governor, State of 
Georgia, Atlanta, Ga.—Sir: I am author- 
ized by the secretary of war to extend 
to you an invitation for participation b? 
the Organized militia now under your 
command, in joint field exercises of reg- 
ular troops and the organized militia 
within this division, to be held near 
Manassas, Va., next September, 

“Owing to the limited appropriation for 
this purpose it is impossible to invite 
all the militia from your state. On 
the basis of relative strength of the mil- 
itia of the various states, territories, etc., 
the quota of Georgia is 1,292, and it is 


| ™reer number participate you are re- 
quested to inform me of the number in 
excess that you can furnish, so that 
if there should be failure on the part 
of other states to furnish full quota, 
more than the number herein invited from 
your state could be taken. The allot- 
ment to be made from the appropria- 
tion now pending will meet the expense 
of not exceeding 18.000 organized militia 
under pay for. not exceeding fifteen 
days. 

“The period covered, then, by the joint 
instruction, ineluding the time spent by 
the organizations of militia in traveling 
to and from their camps, will not ex- 
ceed fifteen days. 

“It is possible that some organizations 
by limitations of state law, or for other 
reasons, can not be on duty for more 
than seven days, including days of trav- 
el. In such cases, Dy proper adjust- 
ment of dates, some of these organi- 
zations may, on the expiration of their 
camp tour, be relieved by others; the 
joint tours of both, including days of 
travel, not to exceed fifteen days. 
General Corbin then quotes sections 
15 and 21 of the act approved January 
21. 1903, providing for the state militia 
joining with the regular army in such 
maneuvers as those contemplated at Ma- 
nassas, and similar tours of duty. 
Continuing, General Corbin says: 

‘Tl understand that the pay, subsistence 
and forage for horses actually used by 
those entitled to be mounted, and trans- 
portation will be the same as those of 
the regular army, for the entire period of 
service, including days of travel. 

“It is proposed to have the militia ar- 
rive on September 5, or where their tour 
of service including travel, wil! not ex- 
ceed seven days, on either September 5 
ae 

“An early reply is requepted, 
to the following questions:

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CONTEMPT CASE. 
AWAITS DECISION 


Chief Bail’s Prohibition Writ 
To Be Heard Thursday, 


Judge Lumpkin Will Decide Whether 
Justice Ormond Can Proceed 
with Contempt Case—Will 
Be Another Chapter in 
Sensational Affair, 


This week will witness another chapter 
in the Harding-Blazer-Callahan-Ormond- 
Ball-Jones-Withers affair, which caused 
s0 many complications week before last, 
for on next Thursday the writ of prohi- 
bition issued against Justice Walter E. 
Ormond to prevent him from trying Chief 
Ball for contempt of court will be heard 
by Judge Lumpkin. As it is the first 
writ of the kind that has been issued in 
Atlanta in Many years the trial will &® 
of considerable interest. Should the writ 
be enforced, Justice Ormond cannot ar- 
raign the chief of police on the charge 
of contempt; if the. writ is denied by 
Judge Lumpkin, then the justice can pro- 
ceed with his contempt case. 

The writ of prohibition was taken out 
by City Attorney Mayson for Chief Ball 
last Saturday a week ago and tiie hear- 
ing set for next Thursday. Justice Or- 
mond had cited the chief of police to 
appear in his court to show cause why 
he should not be held in contempt be- 
cause he turned over to Detective -Cal- 
lahan the prisoner, Harding or Blazer, 
when there was a warrant in Justice 
Ormond's court for the prisoner. Chief 
Ball wag to have been tried on the con- 
tempt proceedings Saturday, April 9, but 
that very morning the prohibition writ 
against Justice Ormond was Issued and 
all proceedings were postponed until next 
Thursday. 

A synopsis of the story up to date is 
necessary in order to understand the 
complex affair. 

Situation Up to Date. 

On Tuesday, April 5, Detective Calla- 
han, of Cincinnati, arrived In Atlanta 
from Florida with a prisOner who gave 
his name as Leroy Harding, but who was 
claimed to be Blazer, a notorious crook, 
The prisoner was left at the police bar- 
racks’ until] next morning. Harding told 
a pitiful story about being Kidnaped in 
Florida and asked for an attorney, and 
Lawyer Harvey Hill took charge of the 
case, assisted by Lawyer Shepard Bryan. 
A wWattTrant Was sworn out for Detective 
Callahan charging him with kidnapuing, 
and when he went to the barracks Wed- 
nesday morning to get his prisoner he 
was locked up. The kidnap warrant was 
tried before Justice Ormond Thursday 
and dismissed. Then a writ of habeas 
corpus Was taken out for Harding and 
this was heard by Judge Calhoun Fri- 
day morning and was dismissed. Attor- 
neys Withers swore out a warrant for 
Harding charging him with cheating and 
swindling, and Deputy Sheriff Jones 
served the paper at the polHce barracks, 
Friday evening the deputy sheriff took 

a 
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the warrant away to make a correction 
and the prisoner was quickly carried off, 
placed in a gal ear and rushed out of 
the city. The last warrant was issued 
by Justice Ormond, and when he ascer- 
tained that the prisoner had been turned 
over to the detective he cited the oRte: 
to appear on the charge of contempt ot 
court. Then followed the propibition writ 
which is to be heard next Thursday. 
Three Were Indicted. 

In the meantime the federal grand jury 
indicted Justice Ormond, Deputy Sheriff 
Jones and Lawyer Withers on the charge 
of collusion to aid a prisoner to escape 
who was being carried from One state 
to another on extradition papers. - 

Detective Callahan has been quoted as 
saying that he intended to sue Justice 
Ormond, Deputy Sheriff Jones and Law- 
yer Witherg for false Imprisonment,

The Will of the Father. 
“Thy will be done, ag in 
so on earth.’’—Matthew, 


”-— = 


Men have given these words many dif- 

ferent meanings. Some of us, who have 
-iMstened to other teachers than Jesus, 
have come to regard God as a being to 
be dreaded rather than loved, and to look 
upon His will as Mr. Ruskin expressed 
it, “as if it were always to kill our 
babies or do something unpleasant to 
them.” We speak of our failures, our 
sufferings. our misfortunes and our be- 
Treavements as ‘“‘special providences” of 
God. Submission is the highest word 
in our prayers. 

“Thy will be doné.’’ from the lips of 
@uch a man, has a tone about like this: 
“Thou art an austere, exacting. heartless 
and cruel God. Thy will, when done, 
takes all the smiles and gladness out of 
life. Thou art pleased with broken 
hearthstoner. and widows’ weeds, and 
the groans of strong men, and the tears 
of sad-eyed woman. TI do not like to 
Say ‘“‘Thy wil] be done,’’ because T am 
afraid it will mean blight and mildew 
and death, but T am afraid not to sav 
lt. YF choose the lesser of two evils, I 
fear that Thou wilt burn me forever 
unless I do say it.”’ 

Others of us who trouble ourselves very 
Wittle with religion, and who have never 
stopped to inquire seriously what the 
*“will of God’ ts, nutter the words in a 
epirit of indifference. “‘‘Oh, well,” we 
fay, “you may bring your will. whatever 
ft is, to. pass, if you like. T shall not 
raise any objections. The truth is, I 
should half like to see it done, fust to 
mee what it is like. Anyhow, I give my 
consent for you to do as you please.”’ 

To others of us, the title “The Al)- 
mighty’’ overshadows every other notion 
about God. His power obscures and 
~ Arives into total eclipse every quality of 
personality and Fatherhood. Men are 
Wke rooks and vawns upon the chess- 
board of time and eternity. move only as 
they are moved, and take no intelligent 
part in the game. Such men put into 
the petition, “Thy will be done,”’ a mean- 
ing like this: “O thon Almizhty One, 
Thou that art filled with infinite nower. 
Thou that art concerned with the mak- 
ing of wniverses, the breath of whose 
nostrils extinguishes suns. Who lookest 
upon earth as a minute élod in a bound- 
legs archipelago of worlds, to whom man- 
kind ts but the spawn of vesterday’s mud 
—may Thy will be done. What that will 
fs no man can conceive. It is infinite. 
and effects matters so great and so far 
removed from earth .that we poor ‘worms 
of the dust’ can have no share in its ac- 
complishment. Infinite Power, accom- 
plish Thy infinfte will! When it is done, 
‘we hope somehow to he benefited, but 
to help Thee we are impofenf.” 

Stin others who have' come to this pe- 
tition by wav of “Our Father” and 
“Hallowed be Thy name” utter ft in 
a spirit like this: “Our Father. we know 
that Thou art better and wiser than we 
are: Thy name stands for all that Is good 
and love compelling; Thy enlarging king- 
dom is the ‘Royal Rule of Love’ in hu- 
man hearts and lives: Thy will, we know, 
is good will, good for all Thy human 
children, better than our own wills for 
‘ourselves; we would tnow Thy will, 
Father, and knowing it help Thee to bring 
tt to pass.”’ 

Here the spirit which prompts the 
prayer springs from knowledge of our 
Father, trust in our Father, submission 
to our Fathtr and cooperation with our 
Father. 

Tt springs from knowledge because we 
mrust kncg@ that God is good before we 
can honestly pray for His will to be done. 
If God is wicked or unjust. the utter- 
ance of the petition, ‘“‘Thy will be done,’’ 
becomes profanity and cowardice. If I 
believe that He is wicked and yet pray 
ft sincerely, I make myself a party to 
His crimes. 

It springs from trust. 
Knowledge, for trust confidence’ in 
things not seen, understood or realized. 
based upon knowledge of things seen and 
understood. 
spirit and disposition, but does not un- 
derstand the drill and discipline to which 
his father subjects him. Here he trusts. 
Trust is knowledge projected bevond the 
horizon of present experience. The lIad- 
der that reaches heaven starts at the 
earth end as knowledge, and passes at 
the heaven end into trust. We,

‘By faith, and faith alone, embrace, 
Believing where we cannot prove.”’ 


The spirit of the prayer includes also 
the element of submission or passivity, 


but this muSt be distinguished from indife | 


ference or supineness. There are condi- 
tions in our lives and times in our ex- 
perience when qwWet submission is the 
highest grace that can be exercised. [ 
may be born with eyeless sockets, in 
which case I am hopelessly blind, and 
must submit to a life of physical dark- 
ness. My father may live out his years 
and die of old ago, and, while I grieve 
that he is lost for a time to me, I know 
that I cannot bring him back to the flesh, 
and with resignation I submit. But not 
every condition and experience in life is 
thus beyond remedy, and whenever a 
change for the better is possible, improve- 
ment becomes my duty and supineness is a 
sin. Half the pauperism that curses our 
country toduy is the result of lazily ac- 
cepting hard conditions. A determined ef- 
fort to better one’s condition is a higher 
grace than limp and sgpiritiess submis- 
Bion. Because some of my ancestors vio- 
lated God's laws I may have been born 
with weak lungs and a predisposition to 
consumption, but it is no evidence 
' piety that I stay in the poisoned atmos- 
phere of a close tenement house. God's 
will is that I shall get into the sunlight 
and fight for my life. Citles have been 
decimated by epidemics that were pro- 
duced by open. sewers and filthy streets, 
but under such circumstances to calmly 
submit to the ravages of the plague was 
mot God's will, but was sin. The religious 
thing was to clean the streets and flood 
the sewers. 

Poverty, pain and disease are not God's 
will, but are, as some one has expressed 
it, His “second choice.’ God expresses 
His will _in the physical world by laws, 
amd laws obeyed bring health, happiness 
and peace. Disobedience produces pain 
and ill. Joseph Cook once said, ‘‘the na- 
ture of things is the total cautcome of 
God's free choice.’ His will is that I 
should know and obey His laws and when 
that is done, I am well and happy, but 
when it is disregarded His second choice 
operates and I am disciplined by pain and 
suffering.”’ 

But the most important element tn the

A child knows his father's . 


proper utterance of the prayer, “‘Thy will 
be done,” is cooperation. This recognizes 
the importance of man in God's plans, 
recognizes that God does His best work 
through man. With minds made new on 
the pattern of Jesus. we become not ex- 
ponents of the fashion of the age in which 
we live, but illustrations of the good: and 
acceptable and perfect wil] of God. 

The idea of cooperation with God in the 
accomplishment of His will gives greatest 
dignity to you as a person and as an Mm- 
@ividual. Your life becomes a plan of God. 
You become not only ‘good’ in the con- 
ventional sense, not simply a representa- 
tive of traditional proprieties, but a defi- 
nite expression of God—a character of 


But what is God's will for you and how 
may you know it? 

Our Father’s will has a double aspect 
for each of us. In the first place, He wills 
that you shall be something, and, in the 
second place that you ghall do something. 
You shall have both character and a mis- 
sion. 

God's will for your character is most 
fully and beautifuly expressed in the be- 
atitudes of Jesus. You shall have the 
Open and candid mind that accepts God's 
truth wherever it is found; you shall 
learn deep lessons and develop strength 
of character under life’s hardships: you 
shall attain the self-control that results 
from the dedication of self to a great 
truth or principle; you shall have, as 
your controlling motive in life, the desire 
to do good; your plan of action shall be to’ 
give to-every man what he needs; your 
moral purpose shall be so pure and trans- 
parent that youp ‘heart shall be as a mir- 
ror in which the Father's face is reflect- 
ed; you shall throw the weight of what- 
ever influence you ‘have to peace and 
harmony, and not to war and discord; 
you shall suffer persecution and death for 
the right rather than play traitor to it. 

His will for your service, career or mis- 
sion may also be known, though the pro- 
gtamme of your duties will nowhere be 
found written out in detail. The counset 
and advice of wise friends may be of 
gzome help, but no man can tell you your 
Father's will. You must find it for your- 
self. It is a secret that He speaks in no 
ears but your own. Avice of wise friends 
must be taken sparingly. 

Many things will help you to the dis- 
covery, and one of them is your reason. 
Alone it may not be clear enough nor 
great enough to show you all of God’s 
will, but it is never so faulty that God's 
will for you will be found to run contrary 
to it. 

Do you really wish to know what God 
would have you do? He would have you 
do whet you ought to do. ‘But.’ you 
say, “that is the point, I do-not Know 
exactly what I ought to do.’’ Well, what 
do you think? You say that you haven't 
thought much about it. Very likely that 
is true. 
est hour to though about our mesision. 
Then, suppose we put it this way, what 
do you guess you ought to do? If you 
will put your mind on it the answer of 
your thought and conscience will not be 
far wrong. 

But you need not stop with that de- 
gree of uncertainty if you are in earnest. 
Go alone. Sit for an hour face to face 
with self. Say, ‘‘Here I am with life 
ahead. How, shall Llive it? Where can 
I do the greatest good. What appeals 
to me as needing doing? Is there not 
something that I ought to do that I am 
not doing? Is there not something that 
I am doing tnat 4 should forever quit? 
If God and I were to change places what 
would I tell Him to do?” Be honest 
with yourself and trust the answer. 

Another help to the correct answer will 
be found in your circumstances. Phil- 
lips Brooks used to say, “The appointed 
result Of any man’s life will consist of 
his character multiplied by his circum- 
stances,” and Drummond expressed it, 
“God closes things in around us till our 
alternatives are reduced to one. That 
one, if we must act, is probably the will 
of God just then.”’ 

You should also consider your talent 
and equipment. No two of us ever had 
the same capacity, talent, aptitude, 


| Knowledge. equipment and field of labor, 


| exactly the same work. 


and therefore no two of us could do 


x0d has a pe- 


| cullar work for me to do and a peculiar 


work for you to do, and fortunately for 
each of us it is a work that we can do. 
If you turn to that work, your Very pe- 
cullarity guarantees that yOu .can do it 
better than anybody else. It is not God's 
will that any one of you should do the 
work of Luther or Wesley. God hada 
definite task for each of them which 
was determined by their equipment and 
their circumstances, and He has just as 


| definite task for youw. 


One other thing should be considered. 
Often you may get an indication as to 
what God's will for you is by looking 
around you and secing what needs to be 
done. The fact that a certain wrong ap- 
peals to you ag needing righting, or a 
800d deed needs doing, should suggest 
that God wills that yoy shal! have some 
part in’ doing it. God often speaks His 
will to us In our very hepes. Our high- 
est ideals are His voice. 

You should do the work thus indicated. 
You should incarnate your highest con- 
ception of righteousness. You should 
actualize your loftiest ideal, even at the 
risk of being called a crank. Such a 
course will likely shock some tradition- 
alists and conservatives, but they need 
Shocking. One objection to us ie that 
wo too often surrender our individuality 
to fashion and fad. We are too much 
tfraid of public opinion to express our- 
selves at our best. He is a rare man 
that has the courage to @Ven attempt 
to actualize his ideal. God speaks to him 
in a conception of a splendid course of 
conduct and he half makes up his mind 
that he will do it, but when he faces 
the multitude all looking alike, all dress- 
ed alike, all acting alike, he backs down 
lest he appear conspicuous. or be called 
a crank; and so God's revelation dies. 

But Jesus has given us in John Vii. 17 
an infallible rule by which to know what 
God's will for us is: “If any man willeth 
to do His wt, Se shall know the teach- 
in, whether it be of God.’ The word 
teaching means thought and purpose, so 
we may render the pa&dsage, ‘‘If any man 
willeth to do God's will, he shall know 
that will.” + te 


We are disposed to say that such a 
text as that fits men Iike Abraham, Moses 


and Paul, because they had great things © 


to do, because their work was destined to 
affect nations, and that it was to be ex- 
pected that God should reveal His wil] to 
them, but that we are only inconspicuous

Most of life's opportunities 
100k ordinary and commonplace when 
they confront us. It is for us to do our 
own tasks wel) and let men's estimate of 
the greatness or smallness look after it. 
self. 

A story Is told in the Koran of the 
Mahometans of how the tall angel Gabriel 
was once sent from the gates of gold 
fo the earth to do two things. ‘“‘One was 
to guard King Solomon from the sin of 
forgetting to pray in exulting over his 
roya)] steeds. The other was to help an 
ant on Mount Ararat which had grown 
weary and would otherwise perish in the 
rain. To Gabriel one behest was as king- 
ly as the other, since God had  or- 
dared it. 


‘Silently he left 

The Presence, and prevented the king’s 
sin, 

And holp the little ant at detering in.” 


Pray this prayer, ‘‘Thy will be done,” 
one time in absolute sincerity, and see if 
you do not know what His will is for you, 
You may not know all of it, it is best 
that you should not, but you will know 
at least the first step that you should 
talge. Perhaps there is an estrangement 
between you and one of your relatives. 
While you pray the image of the absent 
one comes and stands before you, and you 
feel that your pride should be put 
aside and a reconciliation made. Take 
that as God's voice and go and make 
the reconciliation. When you have taken 
that first step jikely the next will be 
plain. 

Then we may state in a word the great 
outlines of Our Father's will. He wills 
for me the efflorescence of every power, 
bodily, mental and spiritual. 

He wills my health. I need a strong 
and vigorous body with which to work, 
Whatever I do to injure my body is 
athwart His will. 

He wills a clear, active, well informed 
mind. I need a strong and disciplined 
brain for His work. Whatever weak- 
ens my mental vigor or lessens my 
nerve power is athwart His will.
